cf the fondling of Jesus lies in the 
form in which thnt teaching was giV- 
t-n. Above all things, of course, is the 
mural 
and spiritual worth 
of 
the 


It-nth that Jesus uttered, but, noble 
truth has been uttered in great vbl- 
nines by deep-thinking philosophers 
where it has been lost, perhaps to be 
worn and worm-eaten on the shelvs 
of dust-ridden libraries. 


.Jesus put the truth in the vivid 


story Conn of parables, and these have 
retained nil the vitality and freshness, 
after nearly 20 centuries ami after 
the reading and re-reading, that would 
long ago have ended as commonplace 
any lesser or even more brilliant things 


What were these parables of Jes- 


us Thy were stories from life. But 
were they true stories about actual 
persons nnd events? About this, we 
do not know, but it seems more 
likely thaat they were stories formed 
by the imagination of Je.sus to de- 
clare nnd illustrate the truth that He 
wished to teach. They wevc true 
thiit He wished to teach. They were 
true in the sense that they were thlfies 
which might hnppen anywhere in 
daily lite. They were true in their 
human content. 


When we read, for instance, the 
lory of the Prodigal Son or of the 
Good Samaritan, the truth of the 
story nnd its plain teaching do not 
depend upon whether there was an 
actual father and an actual son in 
such a situation, or whether some man 
actually went down the road from 
Jerusalem to Jericho and was helped 
and c.-.red for by n Good Samaritan. 
These stories were true in a far larger 
and deeper sense than as the relation 
of mere facts. That is why they 
have applied so persistently to every 
age and race of man. 


Here in our lesson we have three 


parables of (he Kin.gdom of Heaven, 
ell designed to illustrate its nature'. 
Tile first is the parable of the sower 
going forth to sow his seed. It might 
be called more properly the parable 
of the hearer, for it is intended to 
show how tlie different ways in which 
people react to the words of life 
are typified by the different sorts of 
ground into which the seed falls. 


The seed that fell by the way-side 


was devoured by the birds; the seed 
that fell on shallow earth with rock 
underneath had a quick growth, but 
also quickly withered away; the seed 
that fell among thorns was choked 
before it came to any growth; but 
some seed fell upon good ground and 
yielded fruit. 


The maning of this seems to be that 


tlie Kingdom of Heaven is not some- 
thing that is forced upon us. It comes 
near to us, and we have the op- 
portunity of accepting God's grace and 
becoming members of the kingdom; 
but it all depends on ourselves. What 
sort of ground are we? Do the seeds 
of truth fall on us in vain? 


The parable of the mustard sed 


and the parable of the leaven and 
the meal are told to illustrate the 
way in which tile kingdom grows. 
silently yet. powerfully, as it makes 
its way in tlie hearts of men. Tlie 
parable of the treasure hidden in the 
field and of the merchant's seeking 
feoodly pearls illustrates the suprmo 
value of the kingdom of heaven—that 
is, the kingdom of God's grace is 
the one real possession 
that it is 


worthwhile for men to sacrifice every- 
thing else to obtain. 


If we believe that, we are fjt for' 


the kingdom.

Everyone Should Know How to Help Restore 


Breathing by Artificial Means 


(This is the first of a series of 


three articles by Dr Fishbein on 
artificial "respiration.) 


Certain types of accident are so 


frequent that it is well for everyone 
to have some knowledge of how to give 
first aid under such circumstances. 
People become unconscious due to in- 
haling carbon monoxide gas. Breath- 
ing stops because of electric shocks 
and the number of drownings is not 
decreasing appreciatively. 


The first essential in all such cas- 


es is restoration 6f breathing. In Great 
Entian; it has been suggested that 


practical instruction in artificial res- 
piration should be incorporated in the 
school curriculum of every boy and 
girl. Moreover, trained personnel is 
necessary at bathing beaches, swimm- 
ing-pools, among workers in mines, 
and in other industries.

Much of the charm end persistency 


of the leaching of Jesus lies in the 
form in which thnt teaching was giv- 
en. Above flll things, of course, is the 
moral and spiritual worth 
of 
the 


truth (hat Jesus uttered. But noble 
truth has bedn uttered in great vol- 
umes by deep-thinking philosophers 
where it has been lost, perhaps to be 
worn and worm-eaten on the shelvs 
of dust-ridden libraries. 


Jesus put the truth in tho vivid 


."lory form of parables, and these have 
retained all the vitality and freshness, 
after nearly 20 ceniuries and after 
the reading and re-reading, that would 
long ago have ended as commonplace 
any lesser or even more brilliant things 


What were these parables of Jes- 


us Thy were stories from life. But 
were they true stories about actual 
persons and events? About this, we 
dc not know, but it seems more 
lilcely thaat they were stories formed 
by tho imagination of Jesus to de- 
clare and illustrate the truth that He 
wished to teach. They were 
true 


that He wished to teach. They were 
true in the sense that they were things 
which might happen 
anywhere in 


daily life. They were true in their 
human content. 


When we read, for instance, the 


story of the Prodigal Son or of the 
Good Samaritan, the truth of the 
.'lory and its plain teaching do not 
depend upon whether there was an 
actual father and an actual son in 
such a situation, or whether some man 
actually went down tile road from 
Jerusalem to Jericho and was helped 
and cr.red for by a Good Samaritan. 
These stories were true in a far larger 
and deeper sense than as the relation 
of 
mere facts. That: is why 
(hey 


have applied so persistently to every 
age and race of man. 


Here in our lesson we have three 


parables of the Kingdom of Heaven, 
ell designed to illustrate its nature. 
The first is the parable of the sower, 
going forth to sow his seed. It might 
be called more properly the parable 
cf the hearer, for it is intended to 
show how the different ways in which 
people react to the words of life 
are typified by the different sorts of 
ground into which the seed falls. 


The seed that fell by the way-side 


was devoured by the birds; the seed 
that fell on shallow earth with rock 
underneath had a quick growth, but 
also quickly withered away; the seed 
that fell among thorns was choked 
before it came to any growth; but 
some seed fell upon good ground and 
yielded fruit. 


The manirtg of this seems to be that 


the Kingdom of Heaven is not some- 
thing that is forced upon us. It comes 
near to us, and we have the op- 
portunity of accepting God's grace and 
becoming members of the kingdom; 
but it all depends on ourselves. What 
sort of ground are we? Do the seeds 
of truth fall on us in vain? 


The parable of the mustard sed 


and the parable of the leaven and 
ihe meal are told to illustrate the 
Wiiy in which the kingdom grows, 
silently yet. powerfully, as it makes 
Us way in the hearts of men. The 
parable of the treasure hidden in the 
field and of the merchant's seeking 
goodly pearls illustrates ihe suprme 
value of the kingdom of heaven—that 
is, the kingdom of God's grace is 
the one real possession 
that it is 


worthwhile for men to sacrifice every- 
thing else to obtain. 


If we believe that, we are fit for 


the kingdom.

man 72 years old to youths who ap- 


peared less than 15 years. Most of 
them carried shapeless bags holding 
their scanty belongings. 


They showed the effect of a terri- 


ble day spent in close confinement 
in the bowels of the Graf Spec while 
Ihe battleship was pounded by Bri- 
tish shells and shaken by the rcoil 
of its own U-inch guns. 


The imprisoned captains were iden- 


tified as Brown of Ihe S. S. Hunts- 
man. Pottinger of the S. S. Ashlea. 
Edwards of the S. S. Trevanion, Stub- 
bs of the S. S. Doric Star and Patrick 
G. G. Dove of the Africa Shell. All 
these ships were sunk in the vicinity 
of the African coast. 


The other four vessls which fell 


victim of the raider were the Clement, 
sunk off Brazil September 
30; the 


Newton Beach, attacked off South 
Africa, October 5, the Pairo .which 
down the same as the Doric Star, and 
the Streonshalh sunk off the River 
Platte about a week ago. 


Effectiveness of British 


A close inspection of the crippled 


warship revealed graphically the ef- 
fectiveness of-the British guns. Three 
holes, apparently made by six-inch 
shells, gaped on the starboard water- 
line forward. A huge hole, a yard and 
a half in diameter, was blasted through 
the hull into (the ship's 
sleeping 


quarters on the port side forward. 


Plates bent outwards indicated the 


effect of what must have been a se- 
vere explosion within the ship. An 
ether gap, large enough for scvera 
men to enter togther, could be seen 
in the fighting tower. The heavy shel 
apparently came over the stern dur- 
ing the chase.
